Gceely. chief signal officer of 
the army and arctic explorer, was brutal- 
ly assaulted last night b.v .fames \Y. Fur- 
nace,-a railroad expressman, and lies in a 


rions condition at bis residence. 
While 


no apprehension is felt that death will 
follow the injuries received, it is fearoil 
that his recovery will be very blow, espe- 
cially a* General Oreely has not been in 
very good health for some time past. 


He was thrown by bis a>sailant from a 


terrace about four feet from the pave- 
ment, the hack of hi- head striking the 
Hagging with terrific force. A long gash 
iu the scalp was discovered by a .surgeon. 
An examination of the skull showed that 
no fracture had occurred, though the fact 
that an hour passed before Geneial Giee- 
ly recovered consciousness caused his at- 
tcndant'S to fear that '.he bone had been 
broken. 


The assault upon General Greely was 


entirely unprovoked. Furnace aud George 
Murphy, another expressman, who run 
between Baltimore and Cincinnati, spent 
the day in Washington.

us from savage:-, adding tbat I would 
give him letters to the Americans, who 
would pay bim well aud keep him from 
all harm, lie refused this, however, say- 
ing that he would not dare to comply. 
Soon alterwaid he left with bis company. 


"AVe 
had seen some savages in war- 


paint around us and we prepared to tight 
them with cobblestones, the only weapons 
that were available to us. The next morn- 
ing we followed the trail of the Filipino 
soldiers, feeling that it was better lo stick 
to them than to be murdered b.v savages, 
but we could not catch up with them. 
Then 1 oidered the men to build rafts iu i 
the hope of floating down the river.

was a forlorn hope, but I knew the river i 
must empty into tbe sea somewhere.

was so weak my.self thai I did not expect 
to get out, but 1 thought some of the men 
could. 


"On the moining of Dec. 18, while we 


were working on the rafts, the Americans 
came toward us yelling. One of my men 
shouted, 'They are on us.'

ing a raft of bamboos. 
I, however, knew 


it was not the yell of savages, but the yell 
of 
Americans.

thought we bad Filipino guards and call- | 
cd to us in English to lie down so that I 
they could shoot the Filipinos. That WHS 
the lincst l«»dy uf oflicers and men I ever 
saw." 


Lieutenant Gillmorc could not speak 


enthusiastically enough about the 1-10 
picked men who had rescued him and his 
party.

HONOLULU'S PLAGUE SCARE 


Troop* of National Guard Arunad 


tbe ABintiu Quarter. 


Honolulu, Dec. 30, via San Francisco, 


Jan. 8.—A shotgun quarantine bas beeu 
established arouud the plague infected 
Asiatic quarter, but suuitary measures 
nud disinfection have been prnctieally 
abandoned. 
The board of health called 


out the national guard three days after 
Christmas because of rive new cases of 
plague, two of which proved fatal. It is 
now paying $1,000 a day for this shotgun 
protection. 


The result of the strict guard is that 


business is deiuoralizei^/and many of the 
pour Chinese and JapiiuiNe who worked 
iu the American quarter are starving. 
The cordon drawn around the Asiatic 
district includes many of fhe leading Chi- 
nese and Japanese dealers, who live iu 
sanitary fashion and who are milking u 
strong protest against the hardships to 
which they are subjected. 


At least one-fourth of the business of 


the country is tied up by thi* strict quar- 
antine, and complaints from the sufferers 
within the cordon have increased uutil 
the authorities are hourly expecting fivt-s. 
Ihe results of -width no one can foretell. 
Dissati*tactioii i* mpidly spreading to 
outside the quarantino limit*. 
Several 


thousand tons of oriental merchandise 
have arrived here in the last few days.

The Nature of Sanctification. 


The Holy Spirit gives a clear-cut def- 


inition of scajuiflcatlon 
in 
the 
4th 


Psalm « verse; "Know that the Lord 
hath set apart him that is godly for 
himself." Scantification is the act of 
God setting apart the regenerated soul 
entirely for himself. 
Everyone there- 


fore is scantified at conversion. 
The 


new birth and scantifieation in God's 
eyes are cotemporaneous. 
And the 


meaning of the New Testament term, 
"scantify" is identical with this defi- 
nition. It does not mean primarily to 
make holy, but to pronounce holy, and 
to set apart to holy uses with a view- 
to making holy. 
The Father. Son and 


Holy Spirit take part in the act 
of 


seantification. In the first verse of the 
book of Jude we read, "Jude u servant 
of Jesus Christ, and brother of James, 
to them that are scantified by God the 
Father." And this is but the echo of 
the words in I Thessalonians 2. 2S; 
"The very God of peace scantify you 
wholly." God the Father who loved us 
wall enough to give his only Son to die 
for us, loves us so well that he is not 
willing for us to be desecrated by un- 
holy uses. He wishes us completely set 
apart for himself. We are his bride. 


The Lord Jesus also takes part in our 


Sanctification. In I Corinthians 1. 2. are 
the words: "To them that are sancti- 
fied by Christ Jesus, called to be 
saints." And in Hebrews 13. 12; "Jesus 
that he might sanctify the people with 
his own blood, suffered without 
the 


gate. And again in Hebrews 10. 10: "By 
the which 
will 
we 
are 
sanctified 


through the offering of the body of Je- 
sus Christ once for all." VChrist Je- 
sus who is made unto us wisdom and 
sanctification, and redemptiont" 
"We 


tire saved, and sanctified through the 
blood of Jesus Ohrist who died to re- 
deem us from sin unto holiness. 
The 


'•from sin" is conversion: "unto holi- 
ness" is sanetification, and every be- 
lieving penitent is as truly and wholly 
sanctified through the blood of Christ, 
in the eyes of God, as he is saved. 


The- Holy Spirit, too, is the agent of 


sftnctification. Paul prayed that the of- 
fering up of the Gentiles might be ac- 
ceptable, being sanctified by the Holy 
Ghost. And again be said, -'God hath 
from the beginning chosen you to sal- 
vation through sanetification." 
Peter 


echoes the same thought when he says 
"Elect according to the foreknowledge 
of God through sanetification of the 
Spirit unto obedience." "When the Holy 
Spirit regenerates, he sanctifies; he 
works with the Father and the Son in 
setting apart the Christian completely 
unto God. 
This is the Divine side of 


sanetification, and in the light of it we 
can say truly that all the saved are 
sanctified. 


But there is a human side also. We 


are to accept God's thought concern- 
ing us; we agree to this complete set- 
ting apart of ourselves unto him. Paul 
said, "I follow after, if that I may ap- 
prehend that for which'also I am ap- 
prehended of Christ Jesus." Now Christ 
apprehends for us complete 
setting- 


part for the use and pleasure of God; 
when we apprehend the same thing for 
ourselves, and agree with all our hearts 
to it, we are sanctified 
in the 
New 


Testament sense. There is a Divine side 
and a human side of salvation. Christ 
died to save all sinners; when we ap- 
prehend this thought of Christ for us 
and agree to it with all our hearts, 
thai moment we are saved. 
So when 


we accept God's act of santjfication 
:is our own, wilh a determination to 
realize it in our lives, we are sancti- 
fied. 


This will appear clearly as we con- 


sider, in the next place, the subjects 
of sanetification. And the'Bible gives 
us seven. 


The Subjects of Sanctification. 


1. God may be sanctified. 
Turn to 


Isaiah 5:16 and read: "God that is holy 
shall be sanctified in righteousness," 
and as?ain in Ezekiel 20. 41: "I will be 
sanctified in you before the heathen," 
and the ringing command in Isaiah 8:13 
is "Sanctify the Lord of Hosts himself, 
and let him be your fear." Now it is 
as clear as daylight that God is not 
made any better by means of sanetifi- 
cation. God that is already holy 'shall 
be sanctified in righteousness. God la 
infinitely 
pure 
and 
can 
need 
no 


clehnHlng; therefore the Idea of sancti- 
ties lion as applied to God does 
not 


have in It the thought of making him 
better. It means simply that we are to 
'set apart God as the only God. that 
the true God Is to be separated in our 
view from all idols and worshipped 
with the singleness of he.'irt he de- 
serves. Jesu« said "I sanctify myself." 
He dUl not mean thai he purified him- 
self for he was Already; spotlessly pure; 
but he set himself apart as the willing 
l.amb of God to bear our alns.

Jt was devoted exclusively to sacred 
uses. 


6. Individuals may be sanctified. God 


tells us that he called and sanctified 
Jeremiah before he was born. 
He 


means of course that he set apart Jere- 
miah in his purpose to the office and 
v.-ork of the prophet. John the Baptist 
in this sense was sanctified before his 
birth. And each one of us may be sanc- 
tified in the truly Biblical sense if we 
obey the command, "Present your bod- 
ies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God, which is your reasonable 
service." The lamb for the burnt offer- 
ing was a whole sacrifice, no part of 
it was for the priest, and no\v God ex- 
horts us to present ourselves 
as a 


whole sacrifice, keeping nothing back 
for our own selfish uses. 


This does not mean that the Adamic 


fleshly nature has been eradicated, and 
that we profess sinless perfection. My 
brother, it" you ever become perfect, do 
not tell any one about it; let them find 
it out for themselves. If you tell them, 
they will not believe you; i.t you ive 
a perfect life, they will discover it. The 
sun has not to ring a bell or boom a 
cannon when it rises; its light speaks 
for itself. It is a dangerous fallacy for 
any one to imagine that the flesh can 
become spirit any more than the spirit 
can become flesh. Jesus said "Tii. 
which is born of the flesh is flesh and 
that which is born of the Spu-;t, is 
spirit," and each will remain so. 
I 


heard a man say in an address two 
years: ago that he had ceased to feel 
with sin on the inside he now had re- 
lation to sin only on the outside; Sa- 
tan found nothing in him. I could but 
say to the brother that if he continued 
believing and preaching in that way he 
was in danger of backsliding, for I had 
known four or five others like him who 
had gone to the bad. The devil cheated 
them into the delusion that there was 
no possibility of their 
sinning any 


more, and all in them was no".- - orl. 
and therefore whatever they wanted to 
do was right; whatever impu.ou th«y 
might have was spiritual. 
This very 


brother who asserted that he dealt with 
sin only on the outside, while out West, 
fell into thc most grievous unmention- 
able sins, and the horror of it was that, 
while he confessed them, he contended 
that he had not sinned he was led of 
God because everything in him was 
now Godlike. An evangelist by profes- 
sion, who had gotten drunk, told mo in 
my parlor that he ftecame intoxicated 
when under the influence of the Holy 
Spirit. The blasphemy of it! 
I could 


but insist that a man who was led in- 
to sin by the Spirit ought not to preach 
the gospel. There is in us the Divine 
nature which cannot sin any more than 
Jtsus Christ could sin, but there is in 
us ulso the fleshly nature that needs to 
be watched and curbed and crucified. 
Paul said, "I beat it black and blue lest 
after having preached to others I my- 
self should be set aside." 


Rut while I do not believe that the 


sinful nature is ever eradicated in this 
life, I do believe with all my heart that 
the Christian may live a surrendered 
and therefore victorious life. Our God 
can keep us from conscious sin; he can 
be victorious over every sinful tenden- 
cy, and if we commit ourselves to him 
without reserve he will make us more 
than conquerors through him that 
loved us. Whatever ba the temptation 
ho will make a way of escape. 
It is 


possible to live the clean separated life 
under the power of God the Spirit, and 
if we do not ,live such a life, we are 
far below the privilege of a Christian. 


T. The Cluir.ch is a sanctified body. 


It is a spiritual temple. "Christ loved 
the church and gave himself for it that 
he might sanctify it. having cleansed 
it with tbe washing of water by the 
word." Epheslans 5. 26. A company ot

By this 
way we. show lh« world that we have 
t>om«*ihin£ vmeh snakes us independent 
of them, and when we Insist thnt they 
shall share It w i t h us they will bigin 
to desire it. If they be]U>v<- our testi- 
mony. The lnek of thl» separation Is 
thp secret of th.^ wraknessi iri intmv A 


act of the will by whch we accept all 
that God has for us, and are wi.ling 
to become all that God wishes us. 
Growth in grace is th«; graduaJ devel- 
opment of nil the graces, ami the real- 
ization of what God has ' promised. 
Much confusion o* thought arisc-s from 
confounding aanctiflcaiion with growth 
and there is much needless caustic '-ri- 
tiuism of those who claim to be sanc- 
tified, because we imagine that by siu-h 
a claim they also claim to })(• iierlVt-t-d 
in growth, whereas they would shrink 
1'iom such an intimation. 


The word sunctiiication has grown 


into such disfavor iu some quarters 
that its very mention is an offence, and 
this arises from the fact that- some 
people have claimed absolute sinless 
perfection, and labeled their claim as 
sanetification. The word needs to be 
rescued from its enemies, and given 
its true Scriptural setting. Let not holi- 
ness of life be divorced from any ex- 
perience of the Christian, and while he 
harbors sin he cannot expect to be used 
of God. "If a man therefore purge him- 
self from these he shall be a vessel un- 
to honor, sanctified and meet tor the j 
Master's use, prepared unto every good 
work." 
Here sanetification is joined 


with purging from sin, and what God 
hath joined together let not man put 
asunder. 


A practical question arises, Can sane- 


tification be broken? Can a man once 
sanctified become unsanctified? 
He- 


brews 10. 2S-29 teaches that it may be 
broken: "He that despised Moses' law 
died without mercy under two or three 
witnesses; of how much sorer punish- 
ment suppose ye shall he be thought 
worthy who hath trodden under foot 
the Son ot* God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he 
was sanctified, an 
unholy 
thing?'" 


These words do not teach that an un- 
sanctified man is lost, but they do 
teach that he is worthy of chastisement 
and God chastens his xmsanetified chil- 
dren. Time was when you yielded your- 
self without reserve unto God. 
You 


have broken that vow; you are now 
living a selfish, worldly life. I do not 
claim that you have'been unborn and 
therefore unregenerate and lost, but I 
do claim that your sanetification has 
ceased, and you need by an act of the 
will to yield yourselves again com- 
pletely to God.

an reservation sends forth pure water 
in quiet weather, but while storms arf 
raging its water becomes muddy. 
It 


illustrates the lives of some Christians. 
In the fair weather of prosperity they 
seem to be sanctified, but 
when 
the 


storm of temptation 
and adversity 


comes, we see the muddy waters of an 
uns&nctified life. A French soldier be- 
came a Mohammedan in order that he 
might be trusted in the temple, and 
steal the diamond eye of Brahma. He 
tobbed the idol, and sold the diamond 
for a large sum. 
The devil becomes 


a very angel of light in order that he 
maj rob us of thfi jewel of sanetifica- 
tion. He knows that thus he can de- 
stroy our influence. 


We need to remember, however, that 


,1 chance of occupation does not imply 
an unsanctified experience. 
Earnest 


Christians have given themselves 
to 


thc foreign field ancl felt constrained to 
return; others have preached the gos- 
pel and then gone into what we call 
secular business. .The returned mission- 
ary and the business preacher, be it 
remembered, may be as sanctified as 
the- missionary in China or the pastor 
in his pulpit. His sanetification, which 
is but another term for complete con- 
secration, simply shows itself in a dif- 
ferent way. The Missouri river, we are 
told, seems to leak; its volume of wa- 
ter, 
as it flows on, decreases, but this 


leakage of the 
Missouri 
furnishes 


streams of living water to Artesian 
wells along its course. The water has 
simply changed its channel and become 
useful in other ways. 
So lives of ear- 


nest Christians may change their chan- 
nels while they remain truly sanctified. 


A word in closing to those who have 


never accepted Christ as their Saviour. 
In your present condition you are un- 
der wrath, sanctifled in the sense that 
you are set apart to destruction. Let

duel followed soon after, wheu liumlall. 
u naval cadet, settling u dispute at eight 
paces with pistols, killed Fox, u cleik in 
the treasury department. 


Of the many duels that have bu-n 


fought here none have been more typical 
as examples of what is known as "liif 
etiting" than that between General Ar- 
inistead T. Mason, United States senator 
from. Virginia, arul John M. Mc-Carty. 
During a political debate iusults were 
freely exchanged between the two, uuj 
Mason challenged McCarty, who wus his 
cousin. The challenged party proposed 
that they junip from the dome otjhe cap- 
itol, then that they fight with pistols over 
a barrel of powder, aud. finally, that 
they struggle to the death with dirks. 
All these interesting suggestions wore ob- 
jected to by the seconds, who gravely 
stigmatized them as ''unusual, extraordi- 
nary aud opposed to the code of honor," 
but the matter was settled with muskets 
loaded with ball ut ten t'eet. It is need- 
less to state that the result was most 
sanguinary, for Mason was killed out- 
right and McCarty recovered only after 
a long illness. 


These and other duels had given the 


place an ill name and au evil reputation, 
whou the country was electrified by the 
startling news of that deplorable affair 
iu which the gallant Decatur lost his life. 
The quarrel haJ arisen between the two 
post captains, Barrou and Decatur, over 
the incident of the search of the ill nnieii- 
ed Chesapeake by the British prior to the 
war of ]S12 and the subsequent court 
martial of Ban-on, who at that time was 
in command of the frigate. Decatur was 
a member of the board of judges which 
so severely punished the delinquent and 
had afterward, with a hostility that now 
seems somewhat uncharitable, opposed 
all the efforts of his disgraced brother of- 
ficer toward reinstatement in the navy. 
A long and rancorous correspondence en- 
sued. 
Urged on by interested mischief 


makers, the dispute was carried past the 
hope of friendly adjustment. 
All the 


preliminaries having been arranged, a 
duel was decided upon for March 22, 
1820. 


The men met on the field, and a short 


conversation 
occurred 
between 
them, 


which was evidently in a conciliatory 
tone, as Barrou was overheard to reply 
to a remark of his opponent, "Would to 
God you had baid as much yesterday." 
Nevertheless the two officers squared off, 
faced each other at eight paces, raised 
their pistols and at the first utterance of 
the signal of the old dueling code, "One, 
two, 
three, four; stop!" fired almost si- 


multaneously. 
Both fell, and Decntur's 


second. Li'eutenant Baiubridtje, rushing 
forwavil. found him to all appe.-irnncM i 
dead. 
In a few moments, however, he 


recovered consciousness and ahked to be 
moved to the side of his antagonist, who 
was seriously and at the time believed to 
be mortally wounded. 
A few almost in- 


audible remarks passed between them, of 
\yhieh enough were heard to assure the 
listeners that, a reconciliation hat] taken 
place. 
Barrou murmured something to 


the effect that lie hoped they would be 
better friends in the life to come than 
they had been in thiN to which the other 
responded, "I have never been your ene- 
my, sir." They were removed iu c:ir- 
riapes to Washington, Decatur to his 
mansion in Lafayette square, where ho 
died early the next morning, and Barrou 
to the 
hospital, 
where, 
after 
many 


months of pain, he recovered. It is a 
curious fact that both were absolutely 
opposed to dneliiiK on principle, but were 


I constrained, the one to prefer and the 


other to accept the challenge, beranse 
they believed their profession of arms 
forbade them to do anything else. 


One morning in the summer of 1S3C, in 


a cornfield near the town, two yomi^ 
midshipmen came to settle their dispute 
by an appeal to <u-ins_ The first, named 
Slici-bourue. was exceedingly reluctant 
to engage and said to the other, a son 
of the composer of "The Star Spangled 
Banner:" 


"Mr. Key. I have no desire to kill you." 
His antagonist returned: "No matter, 


I eame to kill you." 


This was not encouraging, and Slier- 


bourne angered: 


"Very \\c-ll; then I will kill you," which 


he promptly proceeded to do. as Key fell 
dead at the lirst fire. 


A duel which was really more a case of 


murder than an affair of honor was fought 
iu 1S38 near Bladensburg and, more than 


the assemblage so large that he would 
not deign to mingle with the crowd that 
poured in at the main entrance, but brib- 
rd those ic charge- of the arena to let him 
pass through with his bride to be. 


" 'It \vus> an innovation that took tin- 


people- by storm. The haughty courtier 
c-s-i-orting the lovely girl, the mingled slit- 
ter aud jjleam of his gilded trappings and 
her silken draperies.enrapiurcd the great 
multitude that sat tier on tier about tlie 
vust amphitheater. 


'• *Iu this imposing manner the duke. 


Ui* inamorata and his rrliuue traversed 
Jbe entire diameter of the arena. 
The 


lirst bull had not yet been brought in, aud 
Miss Field aud the duke were for the 
time being ihe whole attraction. 


" "Just as the duke made ready to as- 


sist his lady over the barricade a wild cry 
rang out from the throng, a shout of ter- 
ror. 
not of applause. Through some mis- 


take u bull had been admitted to the 
arena too soon and, glimpsing Miss 
Field's dress, rushed for her in headlong 
ras;c. 


" 'Miss Field shrieked and fainted with 


terror, but the strong arms of the duke 
thrust her quickly over the barrier, where 
a hundred hands stretched upward to re.- 
oeive her limp figure, but her lover had 


I no time to save himself, ami the nest in- 


stant the hums of the infuriated bull 
were buried in his vitals." 


"Well," said Mr. Kohlsaat, "this story 


was copied everywhere, aud the sympa- 
thy of the world went out to the lovely 
American who had lost her lover in this 
tragic manner. 
" 'Only the other day,' said Miss Field 


to me a short time before her death, 'a 
young lady came to me and said, ''Oh, 
Miss Field, I have often longed to meet 
you and tell you how deeply I sympathize 
with you in the loss of your lover over in 
Spain, that splendid fellow who" — And 
she was much frozen with astonishment 
when I cut her off and said, "Rats!" ' "—
